Patients with high blood pressure 


often ask their physicians to sug 
gest a diet which' will correct their 
condition. Several diets have Been 
tried but only weight-reducing diets 
arc helpful and then only, of course- 
sc, if the patient is overweight. 


Red-faced, overweight heavy eat- 
ers olten have high blood pressure. 
and many people believe vhal cat 
ing excessive quantities of meat is 
the cause of the condition. 


In high blood pressure, the dif- 
ficulty is not in the blood, which is 
normal, but in the small arteries, 
which arc constricted by spasm or 
by hardening or by both. 


Red meat is not a cause of high 


blood pcssure, for red meat docs 
not differ, cxeept in color, 
from 


white meat. Those with high blood 


pressure are no longer advised to 
limit their consumption of protein 
foods (meal, fish, fowl,, eggs, ahd 
cheese), for those foods, eaten 
in 


moderation, arc beneficial.

often ask their physicians to sug 
gest a diet which' will correct their 
condition. Several diets have Been 
tried but only weight-reducing diets 
arc helpful and then only, of course- 
sc, if the patient is overweight. 


Red-faced, overweight heavy eat- 
ers olten have high blood pressure. 
and many people believe vhal cat 
ing excessive quantities of meat is 
the cause of the condition. 


In high blood pressure, the dif- 
ficulty is not in the blood, which is 
normal, but in the small arteries, 
which arc constricted by spasm or 
by hardening or by both. 


Red meat is not a cause of high 


blood pcssure, for red meat docs 
not differ, cxeept in color, 
from 


white meat. Those with high blood 


pressure are no longer advised to 
limit their consumption of protein 
foods (meal, fish, fowl,, eggs, ahd 
cheese), for those foods, eaten 
in 


moderation, arc beneficial.
